It is also understood and agreed 
by and between the parties hereto that such additional drawings and explanations as may be necessary 
to detail and illustrate the work to be done are to be furnished by said Architect, and they agree to conform 
to and abide by the same so far as they may be consistent with the purpose and intent of the original draw- _

It is further understood and agreed by the parties hereto that any and all drawings and specifications 
prepared for the purposes of this contract by the said Architect are and remain his property, and that all 
charges for the use of the same, and for the services of said Architect, are to be paid by the said Owner. 


Art. IIT. No alterations shall be made in the work except upon written order of the Architect; the 
amount to be paid by the Owner _ or allowed by the Contractor by virtue of such alterations to be stated 
in said order. Should the Owner and Contractor not agree as to amount to be paid or allowed, the 
work shall go on under the order required above, and in ease of failure to agree, the determination of said 
amount shall be referred to arbitration, as provided for in Art. XII of this contract. 


Art. [V. The Contractor — shall provide sufficient, safe and proper facilities at all times for the 
inspection of the work by the Architect or his authorized representatives; shall, within twenty-four hours 
after receiving written notice from the Architect to that effect, proceed to remove from the grounds or 
buildings all materials condemned by him, whether worked or unworked, and to take down all portions 
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pe labor.and..materials.incorporated.in.thse.building..during..the.month.next......---- 
aa preceeding on the presentation ofa certificate issuad bythe Architect...

The final payment shall be made within.......sixty-two...(62.).00... days after the completion of the

If at any time there shall be evidence of any lien or claim for which, if established, the Owner of 
the said premises might become liable, and which is chargeable to the Contractor ,the Owner — shall have 
the right to retain out of any pawment then due or thereafter to become due an amount sufficient to com- 
pletely indemnify.................... against such lien or claim. Should there prove to be any such claim after all 
payments are made, the Contractor shall refund to the Owner all moneys that the latter may be com- 


pelled to pay in discharging any lien on said premises made obligatory in consequence of the Contractor 
default. 


ArT. X. It is further mutually agreed between the parties hereto that no certificate given or payment 
made under this contract, except the final certificate or final payment, shall be conclusive evidence of the 
performance of this contract, either wholly or in part, and that no payment shall be construed to be an 
acceptance of defective work or improper materials. 


Art. XJ. The Owner _ shall during the progress of the work maintain insurance on the same against

the-policies to cover all work incorporated in the building, and all materials for the same in or about the 
premises, and to be made payable to the parties hereto, as their interest may appear.

Art. XII. Incase the Owner and Contractor fail to agree in relation to matters of payment, allow- 
ance or loss referred to in Arts. III or VIII of this contract, or should either of them dissent from the decision 
of the Architect referred to in Art. VII of this contract, which dissent shall have been filed in writing with 
the Architect within ten days of the announcement of such decision, then the matter shall be referred to a 
Board of Arbitration to consist of one person selected by the Owner , and one person selected by the Con- 
tractor , these two to select a third. The decision of any two of this Board shall be final and binding on 
both parties hereto. Each party hereto shall pay one-half of the expense of such reference. 
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The said parties for themselves, their heirs, successors, executors, administrators and assigns, do hereby 
agree to the full performance of the covenants herein contained.
